Expressions of Sorrow. 


New YORK, Feb. 14.—The great esteem in 
which Gen. Sherman is held was evidenced 
yesterday by the coficerted action of the 
managers of the great trans-Atlantic steam- 
ship companies who agreed to have all out- 
going vessels, which might possibly meet the 
Majestic, signal her the condition of the Gen- 
eral. It is on the Majestic that the Rev. 
Thomas Ewing Sherman, the General’s son, 
sailed for this port, and the agents recogniz- 
ing how deep must be his anxiety have given 
the above orders. By day the international 
code of flag signaling will be used and by 
night the flash colored lights will convey the 
intelligence. 

During last evening letters were received by 
Senator Sherman from Gov. Hill and Fitzhugh 
Lee, in which the writers expressed their 
sorrow and hope that Gen. Sherman may 
s00n be restored to health. 

Ex-President Cleveland sent a message in 
which he, too, expressed the same wishes, 
and among the callers during the evening 
were Gen. Howard Porter, Carl Schurz and 
George Francis Train.

GENTLEMEN—A paragraph in your paper this 
morning gives a very erroneous view of an incident 
in Gen. Sherman’s sick chamber which wounds the 
sensitive feelings of his children, now in deep dis- 
tress, which, under the circumstances, I deem it 
proper tocorrect. Your reporter intimates that ad- 
vantage was taken of my temporary absence to in- 
troduce a Catholic priest into Gen. Sherman’s cham- 
ber to administer the right of extreme unction to the 
sick man, on the claim that he was a Catholic. 

It is well known that his family have been reared by 
their mother, a devoted Catholic, in her faith and are 
now clinging toit. Itis equally well known that 
Gen. Sherman and myself, as well as all my mother’s 
family, are by inheritance, education and conviction 
Christians, but not Catholics, and this has been 
openly avowed on all proper occasions by Gen. Sher- 
man. But he is too good a Christian and too humane 
a man to deny to his children the consolations of 
their religion. He wasinsensible at the time and ap- 
parently at the verge of death, but ifhe had been 
well and in the full exercise of his faculties he would 
not have denied tothem the consolation of prayers 
and religious observances for their father of 
any class or denomination of Christian priests or 
preachers. Certainly, if I had been present, I would, 
at the request of any of the family, have assented to 
and reverently shared in an appeal tothe Almighty 
for the life and hereafter of my brother, whether 
called a prayer or extreme unction, or whether ut- 
tered by a priest or a preacher or any other good 
man who believed what he spoke and had an honest 
faith in his creed. 

I hear that your reporter uttered a threat to obtain 
information which I cannot believe you would for a 
moment tolerate. We all need charity for our 
frailties, butIcan feel none for any one who would 
wound those already in distress, Very truly yours,

THE ‘‘TIMES’ ’’ PUBLICATION,

From three to five minutes elapsed between the time 
when the policeman took the letter and the time of 
his reappearance with the words No answer. The 
note contained nothing that coyld by any exercise 
of ingenuity be construed into a threat. Its sole pur- 
pose was to give the gentleman to whom it was ad- 
dressed an opportunity to make any statement which 
it might occur to him would be proper to make. The 
note should be in the possession of Mr. Sherman and 
by making it public he will remove the stigma which 
somebody has recklessly placed upon a conscientious 
reporter.

A BALLOT TAKEN WITH ONLY FIFTEEN 
MEMBERS PRESENT. 


Both Sides Still Hopeful of Victory at the 
End—Action of the Dakota Assembly

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 14.—It is impossible 
to say what the outcome of the senatorial 
contest will be, although at present Palmer’s 
chances are better than those of any other 
candidate named. The Republicans can pre- 
vent his election by voting with the three 
farmers for their candidate, but the way they 
broke yesterday indicates that the Steering 
Committee has lost control overthem, Only 
51 of the Republicans voted for Oglesby on 
the first ballot, the others dividing up their 
strength between Lindley and three other 
candidates. The next ballot Oglesby was 
deserted and all voted for Lindley, two 
of the farmers voting for Stelle and 
Cockrell voting for T. D. Hinkley, the Demo- 
crats always voting for Palmer. Nine more 
dallots were taken without any change, ex- 
cept that Cockrell voted occasionally for 
Hubbard or Harper. On motions to adjourn 
Cockrell voted always with the Democrats 
and his colleagues with the Republicans, thus 
causing a tie and preventing adjournment, 
The Republicans wanted to adjourn on ac- 
count of the sickness of Representative 
Mitchell, whois suffering with pneumonia. 
Most of the members left for their homes last 
night and there will be nomore balloting 
until Tuesday next. Ninety-five ballots in all 
have now been taken. 

This was a quiet day at the ‘capital. A 
large part of the members have gone home 
to recuperate and gain strength for next 
week’s struggle. The two houses had not 
adjourned over, however, and at noon the 
joint convention met as usual. There were 
but fifteen members present and after one 
ballot had been taken, showing no quorum, 
the body adjourned.

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Feb. 14.~When the

Walker was a member of the joint committee 
that examined Woodruff’s accounts, and 
action on the resolution was accordingly 
postponed, but he declines to make public 
the reasons for his request. It was learned 
that Gov. Eagle and Attorney-General! Atkin- 
son advised Walker’s move. The committee 
upon the Auditor’s and Treasurer’s books re- 
sumed its count yesterday where left off by 
the joint committee. Should Woodruff not 
keep his word to make good the deficit after 
the examination he will be at once arrested. 
His bondsmen have agreed to pay over the 
amount short when the count is finished. 80 
far the shortage is $63,740.57.

KANSAS, 

TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 14.—Yesterday the 
House Committee on Railroads reported a 
new measure for State regulation of rail- 
roads, which is designed to be substituted for 
bill 219, regulating and establishing maximum 
rates. Three railroad commissioners, accord- 
ing to the bill, are to be elected by popular 
vote. This board is given complete power to 
regulate and control] all freight charges on all 
roads in the State, subject only to a schedule 
provided in the bill, The State will be divided 
into three districts, each commissioner hav- 
ing charge of one district, of which he must 
be a resident. 

Class A~—Roads with gross annual earnings 
of $4,000 or more per mile. 

Olass B. Roads with gross earnings between 
88,000 K, 000. 

Class -Roads with gross annual earnings 
less than $3,000 per mile.

Husband and Wife Have a Scene on South 
Broadway—Notes. 

An exciting little episode, which for a half- 
hour proved amusing as well as exciting, oc- 
curred about 6 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
on Broadway, near Robert avenue.

SENATE COMMITTEE ON TRADE RELA- 
TIONS WITH CANADA. 


They Will Continue the Taking of Testi- 


Wasninoton, D. O., Feb. 14.—The creden- 
tials of Wm. F. Vilas as Senator-elect from 
the State of Wisconsin for the term commenc- 
ing March 4 next (replacing Mr. Spooner) 
were presented by the Vice-President and 
placed on file, 

The Vice-President announced the appoint- 
ment of Messrs. Manderson and Walthall as 
members of the Board of Visitors of the 
annual examination of cadets at West 
Point Military Academy and of Messrs.

THE ARMY APPROPRIATIONS BILL, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 14.—The confer- 
rees on the army appropriation bill decided 
yesterday that retired officers could hold cler- 
ical positions under the Government as Gen. 
Rosecrans does, and they struck out that por- 
tion of the bill prohibiting it. The conferrees 
also inserted the provision stricken out by 
the Senate allowing $500,000 for military post 
and barracks’ improvement, and for the en- 
largement and improvement of Jefferson 
Barracks. The conferrees will also put the 
Jefferson Barracks in the appropriation list 
for $50,000 a year until the repairs are finished.

JAY GOULD IS NOT IN II. 


HE HAS SECURED NO OPTION ON CON- 
TROL OF THE B. & 0. ROAD. 


President John H. Inman’s Views on the 
Situation—Who the Largest Holders of 
the Stock Are—The Pennsylvania’s 
Position— Railway News. 


NEw Tonk, Feb. 14.—The statement that 
Jay Gould had secured no option on the con- 
trol of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, re- 
ceived additional confirmation yesterday 
from John H. Inman, President of the Rich- 
mond Terminal. He gave a few more facts 
as to the situation, which will be found in the 
following statement: 

may as well say right offthatI have no 
option on the control of Baltimore & Ohio. 
Mr. Gould may have. If he has I know noth- 
ing ot it. About five-eighths of Baltimore & 
Ohio common stock, or about $8,000,000 out of 
$14,000,000 is held in trust by the Farmers’ 
Loan & Trust Co., as trustees for 
F. R. Bacon, Robert Garrett & Sons and their 
associates. This stock was put in trust Jan. 
23, 1890, and the trust expires July 1, 1896. 
This stock holds the control of Baltimore & 
Ohio, 
000, Richmond Terminal Co. $400,000, and the 
balance is held by Sage, Pittsburg people, 
myself and one or two others. The fact is 
that F. R. Bacon has been securing an option 
onthe purchase of this trust stock. He ap- 
plied to me and I gave him the option of the 
stock I controlled. I do not know whether he 
is acting for Mr. Gould or not. 

It is true that Mr. Gould has been adding 
to his holdings of Richmond Terminal stock. 
He held at the time of the election 20,000 
shares. Within the last three weeks he 
has probably increased his holdings to 
about thirty thousand shares. Gen. 
Thomas holds about forty thousand 
shares. No, we have not bought any 
line north of the Ohio River, as reported, and 
we do not intend to. Neither do we intend to 
go west of the Mississippi. We have not 
made any trade with the Louisville & Nash- 
ville. The matter has never been taken up 
since it was dropped at the time of the panic. 
I believe that Mr. Norton resigned from the 
presipency for just the reasons he said he 
did. If Mr. Norton says a thing I will believe 
it. Ihave known Mr. Norton many years. 
We were cotton merchants together before 
we came here. It was at Mr. Norton’s solici- 
tation that I originally entered the Louisville 
& Nashville directory. I resigned, however, 
about Oct. 20 last year, because 
I had become more interested 
in Richmond Terminal and decided to 
ally myself with this property alone. The 
two interests frequently c and this was 
the only course I could adopt in justice to 
myself and Richmond Terminal. It is true 
that we have become more aggressive toward 
Pennsylvania, but this is because we want 
better rates. We might have had them before 
if we had been more aggressive. It is true 
that Mr. Gould has been in conference with 
Pennsylvania officials. Mr. Frank Thompson 
rode over to Washington with Mr. Gould when 
we started for the South. I think the Pennsyl- 
vania is disposed to be friendly and will give 
us what we want.

Title to Valuable Lands. 


DENVER, Col., Feb. 14.—A most important 
decision was rendered in the Supreme Court 
yesterday involving the title to large land 
and canal interests inthe San Louis Valley.

TAUGHT TO STEAL. 


The Inhuman Treatment of a Boy by 
His Vicious Mother. 


A STORY ILLUSTRATING A PHASE OF 
LIFE IN NEW YORE. 


Young Spellman’s Leap for Liberty From 
a Train Running Thirty Miles an Hour 
Shot by a Tramp—Little Maud Davis 
—Lottery Advertisements in the Mail 
—Crimes. 


NEw YORK, Feb. 14.—A small boy, taught by 
his mother to steal, sent on the streets for 
that purpose, beaten and thrown naked into 
a dark closet to starve for not returning home 
with his ill-gotten gains, is the latest story of 
outrage unearthed by the police. 

In a den in the basement of No. 82 Jefferson 
street live Morris Trachumowsky, his wife 
Leah, and their three children—Isaac, who is 
only 12 years old; Abraham, who is 14, and 
Samuel, 24. They live in two small rooms, 
filled with dirty ragsand refuge of all kinds. 
The front room is large, the back one little 
more than a windowless closet. For some 
time Inspector Byrnes has been trying to find 
the thieves who have been picking pockets 
along Grand street. Detective Sergeants 
McManus and Jacobs were put on the case 
and they had reason to suspect that Leah 
Trachumowsky and her son Abraham were- 
the thieves. Leah was seen on the street al- 
most daily, but the boy was missing. Early 
yesterday morning the officers descended on 
the Trachumowskys. At the entrance of the 
detectives the family sprang to their feet. 

What do you want?’’ asked Morris in 
Hebrew. 

Jour wife and your son Abraham, re- 
plied Detective Jacobs, in the same language. 

What for?’’ asked the woman; 1 have 
done nothing.’’ 

What did I tell you, Leah?“ said the 
husband; if you do not stop stealing, we 
must suffer.’’ 

What have you done with the boy?’’ de - 
manded Jacobs. 

Wo have not seen him. He has run away 
from home, replied Leah. The detectives 
noticed a door to the back room. It was 
closed and held in place by a heavy iron bar. 

What's in there?’’ they asked. 

Wo ͤ donot know. It don’t belong to us. 

The officers tried the door; it was locked, 
but as they turned away Detective Jacobs 
heard a faint, pitiful moan. He turned at 
once, and aided by his companion, forced the 
door open. On the floor, naked, save for the 
tattered fragment of a nightshirt which 
barely covered his shoulders, lay the missing 
boy. His flesh was cut and bruised. A stream 
of blood from a cut on his head had trickled 
down his cheek and dried there, his lips were 
blue with cold, and he shook as 
though with palsy. Ona stool by his side lay 
a basin of stagnant, ill-smelling water anda 
crust of stale black bread. Without a word 
Detective McManus stooped and, picking 
the semi-conscious boy from the floor, carried 
him into the living-room of the family. The 
fire was startedand hot coffee made for the 
poor wretch, who cowered by the fire, hold- 
ing his thin handsto the blaze as though he 
could never get warmth enough. When the 
boy had recovered a little from his fast and 
the cold that had stiffened every joint in his 
body the whole party was taken to Police 
Headquarters and locked up. Later in the 
day they were brought before Inspector 
Byrnes and then the story came out. 

Morris Trachumowsky said that he was 
a peddler by trade, but that he nad owned a 
wine shop in Poland. He came to this coun- 
try, he said, because his wife was a thief. She 
returned to her old habit of picking pockets 
and took her son Abraham on the street with 
her and taught him to steal. Both Trachu- 
mowsky and his wife denied that they had 
abused the boy and said that they did not 
know he was in the house. 

Atthe urging of the Inspector, however, 
Abraham told his story, Detective Jacobs 
acting as interpreter. 

Mother took me on the streets, said the 
boy, ‘‘and told meto take handkerchiefs and 
things from people’s pockets. It was easy, 
and I never got caught. Then, by-and- by, 
she sent me out alone. If I would bring home 
much she would call me a good boy, but when 
I did not get anything she used to beat me. 
Last Monday I stole a pocket-book from a lady 
on Grand street. It had $12 in it, and I made 
up my mindI would not go home again. I 
was tired of being beaten.’’ 

He told of his wanderings Tuesday and 
Wednesday, until his brother, Samuel, found 
him and made him go home. 

‘‘When we got there,’’ he added, ‘‘my 
mother took off allmy clothes and then she 
and Sam beat me tillI could not stand up. 
When I fell down my father came in and took 
a strap that he wore around his waist and hit 
me on the head withthe buckle and cut me 
very much. I cried, and he told me 
he was beatinggme to make Me a 
good boy, and to © me stop stealing. 

After that they took everything out of the 
little room except a stool. Then they gave 
mea piece of black bread, with some water, 
and went out and locked the door. I did not 
see anybody again untfi the gentlemen let me 
out this morning. I was very hungry, and 
when I heard the poople eating in the next 
room I was almost crazy for something to eat. 
The water was dirty and I could not drink 
much of it. It was cold tin the room, too, and 
the floor was hard and the rats bit me. Iam 
very glad to get away. 

Inspector Byrnes has done everything in 
his power to make the little chap comfort 
able, and will this morning do all he can to 
make things uncomfortable for the boy’s 
parents and brother. They will be ar- 
raigned in the Essex Market Police Court. 
Mr. Garrison has been notified and will be 
represented at the hearing, 


Spellman’s Leap for Liberty.

CHICAGO’S DEMAND. 

‘Constitutional scruples which stand in 
the way of voting a Federal appropriation 
of five or ten millions of dollars to the 
Chicago Fair are, in the opinion of the 
Chicago papers, unworthy of a moment’s 
consideration. Nor will they condescend 
to consider a Federal loan, such as the 
managers of the Philadelphia Centennial 
received and returned to the Federal 
Treasury. J 

The Tribune deliberately maintains that 
the aid granted to the celebration of the 
Centennial of American Independence 
was a contribution to the celebration of an 
event of merely local interest and import- 
ance, not to be compared at all to that 
which is to be celebrated at Chicago. The 
event honored at Philadelphia, says the 
Tribune, was essentially a local one, 
while the Chicago Exposition is ‘‘to 
commemorate something which is of in- 
terest and importance to the whole Eastern 
world.“ The movement to celebrate the 
former, it says, was of strictly local or- 
igin, while the Columbian Exposition 
movement ‘‘began with the National 
Government, and not with Chicago.’’ 

Having discovered the strictly local sig- 
nificanée or insignificance of the successful 
revolution of 1776 as compared with’ the 
discovery of Cat Island by Columbus in 
1492, Chicago has made the still more won- 
derful discovery that the Columbian cele- 
bration was not a Chicago enterprise at all, 
but was imposed on her by the Federal 
Government. Therefore the aforesaid Gov- 
ernment ought to furnish the money, and 
has no right to grumble if the money is 
squandered in paying an army of Exposi- 
tion delayers larger salaries than are paid 
to Cabinet officers or Supreme Court 
Justices. 

The wonder is that Chicago, under the 
circumstances, can ask for so pitiful a con- 
tribution as $5,000,000 from the Federal 
Government, or that she still talks about 
spending some of her own money. Perhaps 
when she gets the appropriation asked for 
she will be more just to herself and throw 
he whole burden on the Federal Treasury, 
sshe doubtless intended to do from the 
beginning.

A KANSAS REBUKE. 


In a misguided moment we referred to a 
new association in Kansas formed for the 
purpose of enabling the members to avoid

We cannot but be 
gratified at the proof it contains of the high 
plane of intellectual development reached 
by Speaker ELDER in that it shows that he 
knows himself ata glance. We are grati- 
fied also at the evidence it furnishes that 
the Kansas legislators really mean to pay 
all their debts and that the Post-DisPaTcH 
is carefully read by them.

A Slight Change of Sentiment on the 


IT NEED NOT PROVE A BAR TO HIS 
NOMINATION IN 1892, 


— 


Although the Next Democratio Platform 
Will Have a Free Coinage Plank in It— 
Opinions Expressed by Congressmen— 
Sentiment in Missouri—Talks With 
Members of the Legislature. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. M.—A second 
thought has taken possession of the Demo- 
crats in Congress and they are not near as 
bitter in their denunciation of ex-President 
Cleveland as they have been. His courage is 
greatly admired, even among his rankest 
enemies, and although it is settled that the 
next Democratic platform is going to havea 
free coinage plank in it, itis not at all un- 
likely that the silver question will be settled 
by that time, and although Cleveland is 
against it now, two years is a long time 
ahead and when he comes to 
the realization that two-thirds of the masses 
in this country, on a straight 
vote, are in favor of free silver it might 
change his views considerably. Cleveland’s 
views are not new anyway. His position was 
known by every Democrat in Congress with- 
out a doubt. Clifton R. Breckenridge of 
Arkansas said that although he wasa free 
coinage man, still that was not going to be 
the only and deciding issue in 1892 in his esti- 
mation. Mr. Cleveland is with us Western- 
ers on everything else, and he gave us our 
battlecry in 1890, and we can carry the presi- 
dency in 1892 on the same issue. The silver 
question is not fully matured, in my opinion, 
yet anyway.’’ A good many of the leaders are 
now talking in the same strain. They say 
that Cleveland would, if called upon, ap- 
proved a free coinage bill passed by a 
Democratic Congress. No matter how it 
affects his presidential chances, there is no 
doubt but that it has greatly extended the 
universal respect in which he is held by the 
American people, 


The Sentiment in Missouri. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Feb. 14.—Ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s letter on the silver question 
continues a leading topic of conversation 
among the Senators and Representatives of 
the Assembly. The Assembly is almost a 
unit for the free and unrestricted coinage and 
for that reason there is much dissatisfaction 
and regret among the Democratic members 
thatthe ex-President should come out so 
squarely for the Eastern view of the 
silver question, The opinion is 
almost general that Cleveland has 
greatly prejudiced his chances of being the 
feader of his party inthe coming campaign 
and more than a few fear that his letter will 
have the effect of dividing the East and West 
on the silver question. 

The action of Representative Ernest of Cam- 
den County yesterday in introducing a reso- 
tion calculated to censure Cleveland for his 
declarations surprised the Democrats. 
Ernest is one of the Farmers and 
Laborers’ Union representatives who 
declined to go into the Democratic 
Senatorial caucus which nominated Senator 
Vest, and for that reason he has not been 
considered as one of the Democratic roll. 
When the resolution was read many of the 
Democratic members were in a humor to vote 
for it, but the discussion had the effect of 
changing the minds of many. The vote which 
defeated the resolution was recorded as 67 to 
83. When the troublesome resolution was 
out of the way Fogle’s resolution 
declaring it the sense of the House that free 
coinage would benefit the country was hur- 
riedly adopted. This was.to give emphasis 
tothe position of the House, as it had pre- 
viously adopted a free silver resolution. 

VIEWS OF LEGISLATORS. 

The following expressions obtained from 
members to-day on Mr. Cleveland’s letter are 
here given: 

Senator C. F. Cochran, St. Joseph: The 
States west of the Allegheny Mountains are 
united in the advocacy of the free coinage of 
silver. The Democracy of the country is ir- 
revocably committed to the policy inau- 
gurated when the Bland bill became a law, 
John Sherman and the cry of the alarmists 
to the contrary notwithstanding. Mr. Cleve- 
land’s adherence to the opinions enunciated 
in his message to Congress denouncing the 
white metal will be powerless to avert the 
triumph ot bimetalism, It fur- 
nishes another illustration of the 
failure of Eastern politicians to comprehend 
the immensity of the country they Hive in. 
Mr. Cleveland’s opinions of silver coinage are 
the result of environment. His arguments 
against free coinage were used when the 
Bland bill was under consideration. We were 
told that that measure would drive gold out 
ofthe country. The Bland Dill was passed 
without producing any of the evil results pre- 
dicted. The demonetization of silver was a 
crime.Mr.Cleveland’s message to Congress on 
the subject was a biunder, and his recent 
letter a worse one. I hope the Democracy 
will nominate a Western man for President in 
1892, but if we are still to worship with our 
faces to the East, Cleveland on a free-coinage 
platform would sweep the country. He isan 
honest man and would stand on the platform 
of his party.’’ 

Senator Peirsol, Monroe County: ‘‘I think 
Cleveland is one of the noblest men who ever 
lived, He is above the usual tricks and arti- 
dees of the politician. Two years ago when 
most of his party associates pronounced the 
stand he took on the tariff question right, but 
impolitic, he boldly announced his honest 
convictions, Time has shown that his course 
was not only the more honest, but the better 
policy inthe end. Iam not one of those who 
believe that his tariff message caused his de- 
feat in 1888. Onthe contrary, the combination 
of the boodle dispensers, with the bloody 
shirt faction and the bargain Harrison, 
through his lieutepants, made to turn the 
surplus over to the Grand Army looters, in 
consideration of their support, would almost 
have wiped our party out of existence if it 
had not been for the tariff-anchor thrown 
out by President Cleveland. In proof ofthis 
see the gain we made in the towns where 
large bodies of workingmen are employed, 
who had opportunities to read and inform 
themselves quickly, and our losses in the 
more remote districts where information is 
not so readily disseminated, but per contra 
where prejudices linger longest and 
were most easily aroused.

Mayor Noonan adopted at once 
the suggestion of the Post- DISPATCH and ob- 
tained from the Comptroller a statement 
showing the business collections of the 
city for a period of tea years 
back. After a careful examination 
of the statement and a consultation with the 
Comptroller Mayor Noonan came to the con- 
clusion that the license revenue was not in 
any way keeping pace with the growth of the 
city, and that there was something radically 
wronginthe system or inthe execution of 
the official duties. Finding that the same 
deficiencies existed before the present Col- 
lector came into office the only conclusion he 
could come to was that the system was 
wrong. Thinking it necessary to take official 
cognizance of the matter Mayor Noonan yes- 
terday made public the following statement, 
which he personally prepared and gave out 
for publication. 

THE MAYOR’S STATEMENT. 

The Mayor has made a careful examination of the 
tabulated statement of licenses collected during the 
past ten years, forwarded to him by the Comptroller, 
with a view of suggesting some remedy for the situa- 
tion. It appears that in most cases there has been 
during said period an increase in the amount col- 
lected, yet the increase does not correspond with the 
growth ofthe city. The Mayor does not attribute 
any fault to Collector Ziegenhein. That gentleman 
took the office under the existing system, and 
he has produced as good results as 
his predecessors. The fault is the 
system, not with the collector. As at present ar- 
ranged, under existing laws and ordinances, the Col- 
lector’s office, in the matter of licenses, performs two 
functions; it assesses the license tax and then collects 
the same. The Mayor’s idea is that these matters 
should be separated, and that a bureau should be 
created separate and independent of the Collector’s 
office for the levy and assessment of all license taxes, 
and the Collector’s office should collect the taxes so 
assessed. The objects to which license taxes are applied 
are so many and various that the assessment of the 
same should be made a separate and independent 
matterinno way connected with the department 
charged with the duty of collecting the same. Asa 
general proposition the Mayorisin favorof making 
license taxes as light as possible. The sale and 
manufacture of articles of commerce in the city 
should be hampered with as few burdens and restric- 
tions as possible. The change necessary to be made 
in the ordinances to put in effect the Mayor’s plan 
will require careful study and consideration, and will 
probably receive attention in the Mayor’s message to 
the new Assembly that will convene in April. Col- 
lections are not Keeping pace with the growth of the 


city. 
PLANS SUGGESTED. 

The usual time for the appearance of the 
Mayor’s message is about the first of April of 
each year, so that there is about a month and 
a half yet during which a system can be

- planned and perfected so as to be ready for 


adoption by the new Municipal Assembly 
which will be elected in April. 

The best plan suggested is one which found 
its origin in the Comptroller’s office and 
which has been given serious consideration. 
Under this plan the License Department is 
separated from the Collector’s office and put 
on the same basisas the Water Rates Office. 
Every business and every line of industry 
now licensed is given a separate 
set of books and the whole thing 
— 4 in black and white, so that at any 
time the head of the department can tell just 
how the collections stand and who has paid 
and who has not. 

What the plan is that Mayor Noonan has in 
view is known only to himself, but that he 
has a plan is evident from his statement, 


Another Gas Fight Probable. 


The Council at its regular meeting last 
night took up a great deal of important busi- 
ness which comes rather late in the session 
and which cannot well be settled in the short 
time which remains before the next ey 
comes in. 

From the tenor of a- new ordinance intro- 
duced last night it looks very much as if the 
gas fight would be revived, and 
the same old story repeated; one of 
the. members introduced an ordinance 
authorizing E. A. Meysenburg, John M. Sell- 
ers, J. T. Drummond and Benjamin Butter- 
worth to construct and maintain lines of 
pipes, mains and conductors, to use in mak- 
ing, vending and conveying gas and oil for 
fuel and illuminating purposes; also, to 
establish and maintain the works for the 
manufacture of said products. The proposed 
company promises, within one year after the 
passage of the ordinance, to havetwenty-five 
miles of mains laid; that the price of gas shall 
not exceed 90 cents per 1,000 feet for illumin- 


ating and 50 cents per 1,000 feet for fuel; that 


no power to transfer the franchise be grant - 
ed, but that after the construction of the 
plant the city of St. Louis shall have the right 
to acquire the plant either by purchase or 
lease. 

In substance this is a 90-cent gas bill with 
The city is given 
the privilege of buying the works within a 
specified time and the incorporators can’t sell 
out to any one but the city. The introduction 
of the bill has aroused the usual interest, but 
the legislators are rather cautious about ex- 
pressing their opinions on the subject until 
they learn more about it. 

Mr. Walbridge moved the reconsideration 
of the vote by which the bill of the Ohio Val- 
ley Street-Lighting Co. was killed at the last 
meeting, the supporters of the measure 
stating that they desired to introduce an 
amendment which would put down the 
prices.

Appointed to Draw Up the 
Final Report of Freight Discrimination 
—Joint Meeting of Business Men and 
Traffic Managers This Afternoon. 


At the adjourned meeting of merchants 

d railroad traffic managers to be held at 4 
o’dlock this afternoon, in the Directors’ 
room of the Merchants’ Exchange, there will 
be action taken that marks a material ad- 
Vance in the struggle of St. Louis against tne 
bridge arbitrary and the unjust freight dis- 
crimination which destroys the natural ad- 
vantages of a greatrailway terminal point. 
The meeting will be presided over by Chair- 
man W. E. Schweppeof the Merchants’ Ex- 
change Transportation Committee and the 
action taken will probably be the ap- 
pointment of a sub-committee of 
five to formulate the facts and fig- 
ures upon which the charges of railway 
discrimination against St. Louis are based. 
This action is most significant and important, 
asit narrows the work down toa proper 
working committee and will result in far 
more prompt and vigorous measures 
being adopted than would follow 
the movements of a committee 
so large as to be unwieldy. It will also put 
the task of authoritatively voicing the com- 
plaint and demand of St. Louis in the hands 
of St. Louis business men, as it has been de- 
cided to appoint none but representative 
business men on the sub-committee. 

THE SUB-COMMITTEE OF FIVE. 

It is probable that the following gentlemen 
will be appointed: E. C. Simmons, of the Sim- 
mons Hardware Co., Chairman; A. W. Bene- 
dict, of the Samuel Cupples Woodenware Co. ; 
D. ©. Ball, of George Tyler & Co.; John 
H. Allen, of the Meyer Bros. Drug 
Co., and Jacob Furth, of Jacob 
Furth & CO. The creation of this committee 
will be the result of action already taken on 
the report of the committee of twenty-one, 
which has made a strong general protest 
@gainst the unfair freight discrimination act- 
ing against St. Louis interests. The latter 
committee, however, consisting of seven 
traffic managers, seven business men and 
seven East side railway agents, gave no 
actual figures in support of its claim 
that St. Louis was being discriminated 
against, and, In consequence, the 
report was practically pulled to pieces in a 
way that destroyed the effect it had been ex- 
pected to produce. The managers of lines 
charged with discriminating against St. Louis 
do not deny that injustice is being done this 
city, but they statethat before action can be 
taken in the premises they must have a for- 
mal official report before them giving the 
facts and figures showing the existence and 
injurious effects of such discrimination. With 
such a statement to work on, and a 
bold stand taken by St. Louis merchants in 
demanding that their rights be given them, 
the abolition of the bridge arbitrary will then 
be but a question of a short time, and St. 
Louis will take its proper place as the great 
railway terminal point. 

SOME VALUABLE POINTS GAINED. 

General Freight Agent Duncan of the O. & 
M.,and General Traffic Manager Oscar G. 
Murray of the Big Four, were the two chief 
inguisitors by whom the complaint prepared 
by the committee of twenty-one was dis- 
sected and its lack of detailed state- 
ment pointed out. The result of their 
questionings and search for figures proving 
the discrimination will prove valuable to the 
St. Louis compiainants in the end, as Messrs. 
Duncan and Marray pointed out exactly what 
should be shown in sucha report as the sub- 
committee willhave to make, so that they 
can go to work with a full knowledge of what 
the railroads expect to receive in the nature 
of a self-evident claim of unjust freight dis- 
crimination. When that report is made 
the St. Louis merchants in a 
body will voice their demands for the 
absorption and abolition of the bridge 
arbitrary in such a way that the bridge 
arbitrary is extremely likely to be done away 
with instanter. The necessity for the sub- 
committee of five being composed exclusively 
of St. Louis merchants, with no representa- 
tives of railway lines upon it, will be at once 
apparent, as its report will in reality be the 
demand of St. Louis for fair treatment from 
rallroads, and should come only from St.Louis 
business men, 

THE BRIDGE ARBITRARY MUST GO. 

Chairman Schweppe of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change Transportation Committee is ex- 
tremely anxious that the sub-committee of 
five should getto work at once, so that there 
may be no lull in the agitation of the bridge 
arbitrary question. Mr. Schweppe leaves to- 
night for Washington, D. O., on important 
business, and will be absent all of next week. 
but the result of this afternoon’s ac- 
of the joint meeting in 
the appointment of the sub-committee 
of five should put the movement 
in such shape that there will be no slacking 
ofthe momentum which now promises to 
carry it toa successful close.

will win the fight. It has got to be war 
on Chicago tactics. Whena Chicago freight 
rate is touched the entire trade ofthat city 
springs up in arms as one man, and they 
don’t iay down their arms until the railroads 
make the concessions they ask. St. Louis 
must do the same.’’

He Led All the Gambling Raids and Re- 
ceived Only $20 for His Services. 

Billy Hartwig is still of the opinion that he 
ig entitled to pay forthe two months he was 
laid off, or was reported as laid off, by Sheriff 
Pohiman: ‘‘WhileI don’t wish to have any 
trouble with Mr. Pohiman,’’ said he this 
morning, ‘‘I do maintain that I was never 
laid off as claimed, and that I worked right 
along during the whole two years of Pohl- 
man’s term, and the papers in his office will 
show it. There is not a month that 
I didn’t serve papers in the Ssheriff’s 
office or for the office and that I wasn’t at the 
Four Courts, After Maj. Harrigan was made 
Chief of Police this last time I was detailed 
by Pohiman to report daily to him and did 80. 
There was an understanding between Pohl- 
man, Harrigan and myself thatI should take 
the lead inall gambling raids made by the 
police. You see the police have no authority 
to break into a place to raid a lottery or 
gambling concern, and I had to do that for 
them as a deputy sheriff. Then, after I had 
broken down the doors as the representative 
ofa Sheriff, the police could walk in behind 
me and capture the whole outfit. I reported 
to police headquarters every night for these 
raids, sometimes getting out of bed to do so, 
and have staid up as late as 4 o’clock in the 
morning on that account, While I didn’t 
take part in perhaps more than forty raids, I 
always had to be ready and re- 
ported daily for several months, and the 
only pay I ever got for my services was 
two $10 bills handed tome by Maj. Harrigan. 
Of course that was no Compensation at all, 
ana I told the Chief so, and wanted him to 
bring the matter up before the Police Board. 
Last December, just before Pohlman’s term 
was out, I asked the Chief again if I was not to 
be paid for my services tothe Police Depart- 
ment, and he said that there was no provi- 
sion for the expenditure of money forany 
such purpose, and that I would have to look 
elsewhere for my pay. I wanted Pohl- 
man to pay me, but told him that 
if it was tO come out of his 
pocket, I would not expect it. I thought, 
however, that there would be a surplus over 
and above all expenses of his office and the 
salary allowed him, and in that event I would 
look to the Sheriff’s office for my pay instead 
of to the Police Department. It seems, how- 
ever, that Pohlman submitted his semi-an- 
nual pay roll to the Circuit Court last month 
with my name on it for only five months’ pay 
and then I kicked. I sent a bill also 
to the Police Board, but was 
told afterwards that it was not 
alowed, because Chief Harrigan had informed 
the board that he had already paid me $20, 
and that my services had not been worth any 
more than that. Now, I can prove by Capt. 
Young and Officers Moberly, Kelly and Scully 
that I led all the raids they made on the 
gambling houses, and I’d like to know if 
that was not worth a good deal more than 
$20, particularly as I nad to be on hand all the 
time and often stay up late at night.’’

Skilled Physicians Baffled. 

CuiIcaGco, III., Feb. 14.—A dispatch from 
Anderson, Ind., says: Local physicians are 
perplexed at the peculiar malady afflicting 
Miss Maud Jones, a young lady of this city. 
Two years ago the disease made its appear- 
ance, The fatty layers between the muscles 
grew fast tothe tendons and muscles and re- 
sulted in a sort of muscular paralysis in 
which the arm became as rigid and hard as 
marble. The left arm was where the disease 
first made its appearance, but it was tem- 
porarily subdued by separating the tissues 
with a surgeon’s knife. The physicians were 
more mystified than ever when it made its 
appearance in other parts of the body.

investigation of the asylum affairs. The 
Officers of the asylum were gratified to re- 
ceive a working committee and all day yes- 
was spent inside the walis of 
the institution, examining its condition, 
and its accounts. 
The committee is composed of the following 
gentlemen: A. W, Florea of Nodaway,Chair- 
man; G. R. Kenamore of Dent, J. S. Crowe of 
Franklin, W. F. Collier of Shannon, J. O. 
Patrick of Jackson, B. L. Matthews of Gas- 
conade and J. W. Coates of Platte. The 
Ohairman, Mr. Florea, is Speaker pro tem. of 
the House. Mr. Church had the com- 
mittee in charge and the gentlemen 
drove out to the asylum early in the day and 
did not return until evening. They found 
that, including the Poor-house, there are 
1,0% insane patients in the asylum. The 
asylum building contains 550 and 475 are in 
the Poor-house. They have driven out the 
paupers, who are living in stables, out- 
buildings, anywhere they can find to sleep, 
while the house which was built for them 
is almost entirely surrendered to the 
insane. The other three asylums of the 
State contain 1,516 patients, or, all three 
combined, just 491 patients more than the St. 
Louis asylum alone. The total number of in- 
sane in the state is 2,541 and of these 1,025 are 
m this one asylum. Treatment in the St. 
Louis asylum is gratuitous. In the others 
patients or their friends pay $130a year. That 
alone is more per capita than the cost of 
maintaining the St. Louis institution, for the 
books here show that the cost per 
patient is only $125.25 per annum. The 
other institutions receive more than that in 
and yet they receive liberal appropria- 
from the State. Some few patients here 

pay $10a month, but only averyfew. The 
rest are maintained at public cost. Sixty 
per cent of them come from outside the city. 
Some are from other States. but the greater 
part of those who donot belong to the city 
are residents of the counties, and yet the city 
is compelled to bear almost the en- 
supporting them, and to 
deprive its own paupers out of the 
quarters prepared for them. The asylum 


and Poor-house have, together, cost the city | 


$1,800,000, of which the State has paid no part. 
The annual cost of supportihg the asylum is 
$142,000. For ten years the State has made an 
appropriation of $70,000 every two years of 
$35,000a year. This has compelled the city to 
pay $102,000a year, though most of the pa- 
tients have no claim upon St. Louis and no 
right to ask for support at its expense. 
Mr. Church is now endeavoring to show the 
Légisiature that a larger appropriation 
should be made. He asks for $100,000, or $50,- 
000 a year. The State, according to the resi- 
dence of the patients, should pay a larger 
part of the cost of supporting the institution, 
but the city does not ask for that. 
asks the State to pay but little more than ne- 
third the cost, though more than ogpe-half

the awful/diseases which deprive them of 
reason, but who are afmiicted with 
acute physical ills, have to be 
tyeated in cells with raving, shouting 
maniacs about them, where rest and peace 
and quiet are impossible. In the women’s 
wards white women and black are mingled 
together. Some of the poor creatures no 
longer regard social conditions, but some 
protest against such enforced association, 
but it cannot be avoided. A thousand insane 
are crowded in quarters too small for half the 
number, and it is impossible to pay 
any regard to the personal feelings 
ofanyone or the revolts against unnatural 
associations. It is a herd of insane, and no 
provisions can be made for them, because 
there is no money to spend on these poor 
creatures. 

Mr. Florea was asked what impression had 
been made upon him by his visit, and he said: 
WHAT THE INVESTIGATORS SAY. 

Of course, I cannot be expected to state 
anything definite for aday or two anyway. 
But I must say in fairgess that as the St. Louis 
Asylum is supporting patients from the 
State at large, aid should be 
given by the State. The people of 
St. Louis should not be compelled 
to support an institution that is 
not entirely for their benefit. If more build- 
ings are needed because of the influx of pa- 
tients from the country districts they should 
be partly, at least, paid for by the people who 
_ Gerive the benefit. It appears that the insti- 
~ tution here is run on a systematic basis, 
with every possible economy. This 
will tend to the favor of whatever 
Dill may be introduced for the relief of the in- 
stitution. We came here determined 
to go to the very bottom of the 
affairs of the asylum, and we are given 
every facility to do the work. The co-opera- 
tion ofthe Superintendent, which has been 
given us, greatly facilitates our work and 
allows of an early report.’’ 

OTHER OPINIONS. 

The co-operation of Mr. Church,’’ said 
Mr. Coates, will greatly aid us in getting 
just what we came here for. The examina- 
tion will be complete, but just what will be 
discovered to be necessary is yet a question, 
but it is hardly probable that any serious dis- 
Agreement will occur. It is evident that the 
institution desires State aid, and we are here 
to ver whether or not it is 
entitled to the same. Just what 
may be the outcome cannot even 
be foretold.

A GIGANTIC CONSPIRACY. 


* 
What the Whisky Trust Magnates Say of 
the Gibson Matter. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—The Whisky Trust mag- 
nates J. B. Greenhut and Adolph Wolner, who 
are at present in the city, said to-day that 
they knew Mr. Gibson, the Secretary of the 
Trust, to be the victim of a conspiracy. They 
had not had work enough done on the case 
yet to make any charges, but claimed they 
had enough evidence now to show that there 
was conspiracy against Gibson, although not 
enough to show who wasthe arch conspira- 
tor. They indicated what will be the plan of 
Gibson’s defense and presented a 
startling array of alleged facts in an 
attempt to show that he is an inno- 
cent man. The line of defense can be under- 
stood if prefaced with Greenhut’s statements 
that the Schufeldts non-trust distillery has 
done less business in the last six months than 
in any other similar period in the last four 
years, while the sales of the trust have in- 
creased very largely since it organized under 
the IIlinois law, and that there was no motive 
for the trust to remove the Schufeldt dis- 
tillery, but plenty of motive for Schufeldt to 
injure the trust. 

Points in the further defense indicated are 
that Dewar has been a great friend of one of 
the men in control of the Schufeldt Distil- 
lery, that the letters from Gibson to Dewar 
can be explained onthe hypothesis that the 
latter had promised to furnish the trust sec- 
retary with reliable information as tothe 
business of the Schufeldt Distillery; that the 
only one who vouches for an infernal 
machine is Dewar; that Dewar is 
a machinist; that the first man in 
possession of inflammable fluid was 
Dewar; that after Gibson’s arrest his satchel 
was for four hours in possession of the Gov- 
ernment officials, and was at the time un- 
sealed, and that Dewar had access to it at 
these times; that the stock found in Gibson’s 
coat pocket was not made over to Dewar, but 
was in Mrs. Gibson’s name, and that Gibson 
carried it at her request, and that Gibson 
came to Chicago on his way to Cleveland, 
where his father-in-law was sick and likely 
to die, and not in response to any letter from 
Dewar. 

Mr. Wolner said: ‘‘While Gibson’s enemies 
were circulating stories of his flight Isaw him 
at his desk in Peoria at work. The charges 
against him are all false to my knowledge. 
The charge that there was a contract be- 
tween him and Dewar, which I signed, is an 
unmitigated lie. A d—d fool who would make 
a contract of that sort would, in open day - 
light, blow up all Chicago.’’ 

Mr. Greenhut said the Trust could not afford 
to have a stain upon it and proposed to back 
Gibson in an effort to probe the matter to the 
bottom. All the directors will hold a meeting 
in this city Monday. 


THOSE AUSTRIAN BONDS. 


How Mr. Metzger Lost Two of Them, To- 
gether With the Prize They Drew. 


Xavier Metzger, a saloon-keeper at 141 Ann 
avenue, was in the office of Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney Estep this morning with a 
somewhat peculiar complaint. He says that 
about three years ago he was approached in 
his place of business by W. A. Haeberle, who 
represented that he was agent in the employ 
of Neuberg, the local agent of Horner, 
the New York dealer in Austrian bonds. He 
purchased from Haeberle four Austria-Hun- 
garian bonds, for which in a little more than 
a year he paid onthe installment plan the 
total of $120. He was then holding the bonds 
to await maturity. On Dec. 9 last Haeberle 
called on him, he says, and asked to see the 
bonds. He alleges that after examining the 
numbers Haecberle told him that one of the 
bonds was included in the six of 8, in this 
city which had drawn a pre- 
mium and that Metzger would be 
entitled to from $50 to $5,000. He insisted upon 
taking the securities away, saying that he 
would send them all in order to fully estab- 
lish the purchase and prove the saloon keep- 
er's claim to the prize. Metzger permitted 
him to take the bonds and has never, he says, 
been able to get them into his possession 
again. He says he went to Neuburg’s office 
and made complaint in regard to the matter, 
but was told by Neuburg that the man Hae- 
berle was no longer inthe company’s employ. 
Haeberle now lives at 700 North Jefferson ave- 
nue. Metzger will return tothe Four Courts 
on Monday and in case the investigation now 
under way substantiates his statements a 
warrant will be issued charging Haeberle 
with fraud.

Damages for a Husband’s Death. 


Mary Hanlon, widow of John Hanlon, a 
Bell Telephone Co. lineman who was killed 
on Jan. 2, on Olive street between Fourth 
street and Broadway, to-day suedthe Bell 
Telephone Co. and Municipal Electric Light 
Co. for 55, 00 damages. Hanlon was shocked 
while on a pole 40 feet above the 
ground by touching a lige uninsulated 
were. He was either killed electrically or 
when he fell to the street below. In the lat- 
ter half of the accident his neck was broken. 
The day before he had assisted at the corner 
of Fourth and Chestnut streets, two blocks 
and twenty-four hours from the scene of his 
own death, in rescuing a Western Union line- 
man who had been shocked and who had 
fallen upon the wires. 


Pierre Chouteau’s Discovery. 

Judge Klein in Division No. I of the Circuit 
Court yesterday heard testimony in the suit 
of Pierre Chouteau against the Laclede Gas- 
Light Co. Mr. Chouteau owns the Grand 
Opera-house. From the time the Olympic 
was built in 1882 until last year 
the theaters were pooled. Under an agree- 
ment between Mr. Spaulding, the proprietor 
of the Olympic, and Mr. Chouteau, the latter 
assumed the lighting of the twotheaters. He 
put in an electric plant, which was supple- 
mented at intervals with gas from the St. 
Louis Gas-light Co.’s mains. Mr. Short, the 
manager of the Olympic, paid the gas bills 
rendered against the Olympic and charged 
them against Mr. Chouteau. In 1882thethird, 
fourth and fifth floors of the Olym- 
pic building were connetted with the St. 
James Hotel, which adjoins the building on 
the north. In 1885 the second floor of the 
Olympic building was also added to the St. 
James. Some time later Mr. Chouteau came 
to the conclusion that he was paying for too 
much gas. He complained to the St. Louis 
Gas-light Co, ; saying that though the price of 
gas had been reduced $1 per thousand 
he was paying more than he formerly 
paid for the same quantity - of 
gas. The meters were tested and 
he was told they were in perfect order. He 
continued to kick over the bills, however,and 
as it afterwards turned out he wasright. In 
December, 1889, the Olympic gas man madea 
discovery. There were three meters inthe 


Olympic cellar, and these were read monthly | ! 


to learn how much gasthe theater had con- 
sumed. He shut off the one on the southeast 
corner of the cellar, and then went up-stairs. 
In no part of the theater wasthere any lack 
of gas. Going up-stairs to the part ofthe 
building occupied by the St. James Hotel he 
found no gasin the pipes. The mystery was 
then explained. Mr. Chouteau had been pay- 
ing for gas consumed by the st. James Hotel 
patrons. This had been going on for four 
years. Mr. Chouteau informed the gas com- 
pany of the facts and demanded the return of 
the money he had paid for gas consumed in 
the hotel. The matter was held upfora long 
time, and then to enforce settlement suit was 
brought against the Laclede, the successor of 
the St. Louis Gas Light Co. The matter was 
taken under consideration by Judge Kleln.

HAVLIN SECURES A THEATER SITE AT 
PINE AND TENTH STREETS. 


The Structure to Cost Nearly 6400, 000— 
H. L. Fox to Build on Market and 
Eighth a Seven-Story Building—To- 
Day’s Sales. 


A seven-story theater and office building 
for which plans have already been made by 
McElfatrick & Sons, is to be erected at an es- 
timated cost of $378,000 upon Charles G. 
Stifel’s property, at the southeast corner 
of Pine and Tenth streets. Mr. Stifel 
bought the ground with two i iit- 
tle old two-story brick dwellings 
March 2, 1888, for $68,750, and he has now 
leased the premises for ninety-nine years on 
a basis of 6 per cent upon a present valuation 
of $950 a foot, subject, however, toa reap- 
praisement every ten years. The lease 
is taken by Mr. Havlin, who is 
interested in theaters in Chicago, Oin- 
cinnati, Louisville and other cities, and who 
formerly had an interest in Pope’s Theajgr 
in this city. The building he is going to erect 
onthe southeast corner of Pine and Tenth 
street is to be a seven-story Office structure, 
designed mainly for a theater, which 
is intended to be one of the most ele- 
gant places of amusement in the country. 
There has been a good deal of talk about 
bullding another theater here for some time 
past and it was known that Mr. Havlin was 
trying to secure a suitable location for such 
anenterprise. The corner he has secured is 
well adopted to the purpose and the improve- 
ment of the site for the purpose suggested 
willbe of great benefit to Pine street busi- 
ness property. 

H. L. FOX’S NEW BUILDING. 

The first improvements of any note on Mar- 
ket street west of Sixth in a good many years 
have already been commenced, at the north- 
east corner of Eighth, on the property owned 
by Mr. Hugh L. Fox, who has taken out a per- 
mit for the construction ofa building upon 
the site which will not cost less than 
$50,000 and probably double that amount, as 
the indications are that the structure will be 
completed to more than double the height 
at present intended. Opposite this locality 
on the south line of Market the premises 
fronting 40x132 feet next east of the 
Nies tailoring establishment are to be 
torn away and in the place of the old 
houses now there a six-story building will be 
erected in the near future for Cahil, Collins 
& Co., plumbers and dealers in railway sup- 
plies. 

Mr. Fox bought the northeast corner of 
Market and Eighth streets, 70x109 feet, Nov. 
19, 1889, at $500 a foot, that is 
$35,000 for the whole piece, and 
since that he has repeatedly refused 
offers of $1,000 per foot and upward for the 
ground. This indicates the enhancing value 
of business property in that locality, and 
now that it is going to be well improved the 
surroundings will become much more val- 
uable. 

Mr. Fox says that for the present his in- 
tentions are to put up only a three - 
story building, but the structure will 
be constructed of sufficient strength to carry 
four more stories. The Eighth street front is 
to be adapted for offices, and three real estate 
firms have already engaged apartments in 
the proposed structure. In that portion of 
the building fronting on Market street will be 
located the railway supply business of Hugh 
L. Fox & Co., who expect to move into their 
new quarters by the ist of June next.

A FEMALE BURGLAR. 


John Mahoney Fined for Associating With 
Her. 


John Mahoney pleaded guilty to the charge 
of eighth clause (vagranc) in associating 
with thieves when arraigned this morning in 
the First District Police Court and was by 
Judge Cady fined $500 and costs. Execution 
of the judgment was stayed until 60’clock 
to-night in order to givethe defendant an 
Opportunity to leave the city. Mahoney was 
arrested on Thursday evening by 
Detectives Fitzgerald and Frese. He has 
been consorting with Mary Cunningham, 
alias Kate Jones, a notorious female burglar 
and sneak, and was found in the latter’s 
room at 817 Market street. The woman is now 


in jall on a warrant charging her with grand 


larceny, having been caught at Fourth and 
Poplar streets with about $75 worth of cloth- 
ing which she had taken from a South Second 
street boarding-house. In her room the de- 
tectives discovered a bunch of eighteen 
skeleton keys of the most Im- 
proved pattern. The woman is a 
burglar of no mean note, having 
served two terms at Joliet for robbing Spring- 
field (III.) residences fourteen years ago. Six 
years ago she was sent up fortwo years from 
St. Louis for grand larceny. In 1880 she at- 
tained to considerable notoriety on account 
of a civil suit for $25,000 damages, which she 
brought against Mayor Ewing, who had taken 
from her an adopted child and placed it in a 
charitable institution. Before the case was 
called Detective Frese went over into Illinois 
and looked up the woman’s record.

BILLY MYER DISCUSSES HIS COMING BAT- 
TLE WITH JACK M’AULIFFE. 


His Defeat by Bowen— Players Reserved 
by.the National League Teams—Ham- 
ilton’s Faith in Billy Lakeland—Sport- 
ing News of All Kinds. 


The lightweight contest between Jack Mc- 
Auliffe and Billy Myer now seems assured. 
Two reputable athletic organizations have 
guaranteed to hang up a purse of more than 
$5,000, and enough forfeit money has been 
posted by each man to make their backers 
think twice before permitting a forfeiture. 
It was with reference to the fight that a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter approached Myer at his 
home in Streatora few days ago. The little 
light-weight was found in a restau- 
rant drawn up to a light dinner of 
pork spare-ribs, cream potatoes, soft boiled 
eggs, brown bread and coffee. He was eating 
heartily, but between bites managed to ex- 
press himselfin his usually happy way. He 
said: 

I never felt better in my life. I am strong 
all over and my stomach seems to be in first- 
rate shape again. What do you think I 
weigh?’’ 

Knowing his fighting weight to be the light- 
weight limit of 133 pounds, the reporter ven- 
tured to guess 150. 

Well, you are just thirteen pounds too 
low. Yesterday I tipped the beam at 163. 
Perhaps you think thatis too much but the 
surplus is all good fat and will work off as 
soon as I get down to business. 

How is your match with McAuliffe coming 

952 

Better than I had expected. Jack never 
has been any too anxious to fight me 
since our draw over at North 
Judson, Ind., two years ago this.month. 
I have been at himever sincefor another go, 
and had to agree to his own terms to get his 
name to a contract. He insisted upon fight- 
ing at 135, give or take two pounds, and, of 
course, will put up his hands weighing as 
close to the limit as he dares. I will pull 
down to 133, as usual, for I always feel that 
my wind is best when I am light. I showed 
that at North Judson, and I hardly think Me- 
Auliffe will try to knock me out in half a 
dozen rounds. I only wish he would.“ 

Where do you expect to fight?’’ 

Probably before the Crescent Club of New 
Orleans some time in April or May. The Cres- 
cent gives us a purse of $5,000. The Puritans 
would have done better, but don’t dare make 
an offer since Mecarthy and Dixon were 
stopped. For My part, Ishould'much prefer 
going to California. The climate 
is so much more agreeable. Bud 
Renaud telegraphed me early in the 
week that Jimmy Colville had put up the sec- 
ond $250 for McAuliffe. Alf Kennedy had put 
up my second deposit before. I suppose Col- 
ville and Dick Roche will find McAuliffe’s 
$5,000, while I will have Kennedy at my back. 
My friends tell me that they will back me as 
heavily as ever, but Inever did advise them 
to put a cent on me and never shall.’’ 

‘*What cause did you assign for your defeat 
at New Orleans?’’ 

None at all. I never say any more about 
the fight thanIcan help. I wasnot myself. 
New Orleans people cantell you more about 
that fight than anyone else. Asit was, doz- 
ens of offers of $150to $1000n me were being 
made with no takers when Lee Cheeny threw 
up the sponge. Bowen could not have whipped 
me. He is a strong little fellow and I give 
him credit for having considerable pluck, but 
he has no science atall. It wasa funny fight, 
and that is all I care to say about it. I will 
guarantee that Kennedy does not give me 
any such a deal. 

How soon do you expect to go into active 
training?’’ 

Oh, I guess not for two or turde Weeks 
yet. Some of my friends on the Chicago 
Board of Trade want me to go up to St. Paul 
and second Tommy Ryan of Chicago in his 
fight with Danny Needham onthe I7th. You 
see Iwhipped Needham about three years 
ago at Minneapolis and they think I could 
give Ryan some good points. Needham is 
one of the best duckers I ever saw. -He can 
put his head within two feet of 
the floorand run clear across the ring faster 
than the best of them when he is in a pinch, 
but his blows lack force. I don’t know yet 
whether I will go or not. If I do I will goto 
work in Armory Hall herein Streetor as soon 
as I get back. What I shall do first is to train 
for wind and take care of my stomach. This 
fat will not worry me much for sometime. I 
shall stick to my old system of taking lively 
runs in a ‘‘sweater’’ and leather coat, plenty 
of rapid work with one-pound dumb-belis, 
punch the bag and box with my brother, Ed, 
and ‘Link’ Pope. There is no doubting 
that McAuliffe is a good man, and I don’t say 
that Ican whip him, butI do think that he 
can’t whip me. One thing more—if it is left 
tome to give up the fight, he will have to 
whip me bad before he wins.’’ 

FITZSIMMONS ON CARROLL. 

Fitzsimmons has writtena letter toa San 
Francisco paper in Which he gives his version 
of the Carroll trouble. He claims Carroll 
opened his private telegrams and went on 
sprees while supposed to be training him 
(Fitzsimmons). The New Zealander also says 
that halfof the $1,000 he won by defeating 
Upham and half of the $11,000 he won by de- 
feating Dempsey went to Carroll, while the 
latter turned over to him but $500 of the 
$3,500 he (Carroll) won by defeating Bowen, 
claiming the balance went for their expenses 
at Bay St. Louls.

that Hamilton had run off. It was some time 
afterwards that Billy received a much-grimed 
letter from New Orleans. It was not very 
easy to read, but Billy finally deciphered it. 
The letter was very humble and the writer 
sued for forgiveness. He wanted to get back 
again ‘‘to Mister Billy.’’ It was signed 
truly, A. Hamilton.“ A postscript an- 
nounced that if $50 was telegraphed to the 
writer he would start home on the next train. 
The money was sent and Hamilton, more tac- 
iturn than ever, and very repentant, was 
once more in Billy’s stable. 

Brighton Beach is a good school for jockeys. 
It educated Garrison. Jimmie McLaughlin 
graduated there. A boy has to have nerve 
and skill to win victories on that little narrow 
track. A stumble, and he is gone; a turn a 
foot too wide at the head of the stretch, and 
the wild field sweeping by leaves him strand- 
ed like a deserted wreck, and he finishes last 
instead of first. No boy that ever rode at 
Brighton Beach seemed instinctively to mas- 
ter all of its peculiarities so quickly as Hamil- 
ton, and in his third season he was regarded 
as one of the best jockeys on the grounds. As 
his fame spread owners tried to engage him. 
He referred everybody to ‘‘Mr. Billy,’’ in 
whom he placed the most implicit confidence. 
Billy advised him to take Mr. J. B. Haggin’s 
offer of $2,500 a year, and Hamilton did so 
with unquestioning faith. He rode so well 
for Mr. Haggin for two years that Senator 
Hearst offered him» $6,500 and, at Manager 
Billy’s advice, he accepted. Last season Mr. 
August Belmont signed him for two years at 
$10,000a year. He still has one year to serve, 
and he is not worrying much about next sea- 
son. Indeed, Hamilton never worries. Billy 
Lakeland is his banker, his adviser, his guar- 
dian. Whatever Billy tells him to do he does 
without stopping to ask reasons. If there is 
any worrying to do about his affairs, he lets 
Billy do it. 

For the last four or five years Hamilton has 
been earning from $20,000 to $30,000 a year. 
But money is no more to him than marbles or 
tops are to other boys. When he went to St. 
Louis he gave Lakeland $6,500 to keep for him. 
At the end of the first week he telegraphed 
for $3,000. Five days later he sent for $1,000 
more, and at the end of the next week he 
wanted $500. He spends his money for any- 
thing that strikes his fancy, and what he 
cannot spend he gives away.
